It is imptswible at this hou r to ascer­ 
tain the extent of the loss of life or the 
extent of proiM*rty damaged. 
The lat­ 
ter will exceed |o()0,000. 
Heroic attem pts are btñ u g made to 
reecne those iu danger. 
T he flood came so su ddenly and u n­ 
expectedly that all was confu sion for 
some tim e before it was realized the ex­ 
ten t of the calamity. 
Telegraph pu les are down and wires 
hopelessly entangled.
